First Dispatch Is Confirmed. 
New York, Dec. 8.—A dispatch from 
Alexandria, Egypt, 
apparently

firmation of the reports that the oil 
liner Cumminpaw was safe, was re­ 
ceived by the Standard 
Oil 
offices 
here today. 
The dispatch states that the ship 
reached Alexandria on Sunday, and 
sailed on it* homeward voyage for the 
United States on Tuesday 
(yester­ 
day.) 
The dispatch came from the captain 
cf the Cumminpaw^, and was given on* 
by David H. Warden, manager of the 
foreign shipping department of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jer­ 
sey. 
“We are awaiting word from the 
Pelrolite,” said Mr. Warden, “but have 
received no word other 
than 
that 
printed in the papers.” 
Whether a mistake or whether she 
w'as torpedoed after leaving Alexan­ 
dria, Standard oil official cannot say. 
The Cumminpaw' could make but 
nine knots an hour, and, assuming she 
left Alexandria on Tuesday, she could 
not have gone to a point 350 miles 
near Tobruk, Tripoli, where the orig­ 
inal cable said the ship had been 
sunk.

Topeka, Kas., Dec. 
8.—A 
motion 
picture circuit, which will serve all j 
of the schools of Kansas, and courses j 
in some of the higher educational in- i 
st it ut ions, w hich will give training in 
photography 
and 
motion 
picture 
work, is proposed by the state board 
of educational administration, accord­ 
ing to an announcement made today 
by Lee Harrison, secretary. 
A state 
bureau of visual education may be es­ 
tablished 
to 
direct the work, Mr. 
Harrison said. 
The board has no doubt of the effi­ 
cacy of the plan, he pointed out, the 
only obstacle being in its financing. 
Numbers of reports from 
the 
New 
York state bureau, which has been in 
successful operation for some time, 
have been received and these have 
been studied thoroughly. 
The proposed bureau would employ 
an expert motion picture camera man 
to direct the work which would sup­ 
plement, visually, those lessons which 
students have learned by ear, and in 
this way fix them. 
The plan contem­ 
plates use of stereoptieon views, pho­ 
tographs and motion 
picture 
films. 
These will portray largely the indus­ 
trial work of Kansas, hut Ms. Harri­ 
son,said that history, literature, Eng­ 
lish, geometry and almost every other 
subject can be thoroughly impressed 
by the visual lessons. 
It is proposed also that laboratory 
work in the university, the agricultur­ 
al college and the normal schools in 
photography and the
